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6. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Toma et al in 
view of Thomas. 

Toma et al. apply as previously recited. However, undisclosed is a magazine 
safety that interacts with the firing mechanism. Thomas teaches a magazine safety that interacts 
with the firing mechanism (see col. 7, lines 24-30), Applicant is selecting and assembling a 
safety device and assembling it as it is commonly known to function in this art. It would have 
been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in this art at the time of the invention to apply the 
teachings of Thomas to the Toma et al. firearm and have a firearm with a magazine safety 
device. 

7. Claims 3-8 and 13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-2 and 9-12 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
